NAVAL BATTLE IN BALTIC;

Germans and Russians Both Claim to

Have Chased the “Ene-
my's" Squadrons.

Petrograd reports: “The morning
of July 2, along the parallel of the
Cestegarn lighthouse, on the east
coast of the island of Gothland, our
cruisers encountered in a fog two
enemys light cruisers and some tor-
pedo boats and engaged them in bat-
tle.

““At nine o’clock in the morning a
German cruiser, badly damaged, low-
ered her flag and ran ashore. The
other cruiser and the torpedo boats
fled.

‘““At ten o'clock our squadron en-
countered the armored ecruiser Roon,
one light cruiser and one torpedo
boat and renewed the battle,

“At ten-thirty o’clock the enemy
began to retire to the south. During
the retreat the enemy was joined by
another light cruiser. This vessel
was attacked by our druigers and
fled. At eleven-thirty o'clock the
pursuit ceased.

“After the battle our squadron
was ansuccessfully attacked by sub-
marines,”

Berlin reports: The plucky fight of
the German layer Albatross against
four Russian crivlsers of the armored
class and what is charged by German
naval officers as a Russlan vlolation
of Swedish neutrality, claimed atten-
tion at Berlin Saturday.

According to Swedish and Spanish
reports the Albatross in a dense fog
lost sight of accompanying small
cruisers and suddenly was attacked
by. four big ships. The mine laver

The Russian cruisers, aftcr. the ac-
tion with the Albatross, weré engag-
ed by one large warship and several
small German cruisers off the coast
and disappeared, hotly pursued by
the Germans,

Berlin, Monday: The Russian re-
port regarding the destruction of a
vesse]l of the Deutschland class is un-
true, according to a semi-official
statement. [I{ also is denied that the
mine layer Albatross lowered the
German flag before running ashore
on Swedish territory.

Most of the Ammunition is Belig
Made and Payments as Yet
Have Been Small.

In explanation of the part J. P.
Morgan and company had taken in
the furnishing of war munitions and
supplies for the European nations at
war, it has been stated authoritative-
ly at New York that the firm had
handled more than five hundred mil-
lion dollurs worth of contracts for the
account of foreign governments since
the war began. )

Of this amount about four hundrad
million dollars worth has been pur-
chased for the British since the Mor-
gan firm was appointed agents for
Great Britain in this country and
fifty thousand dollars worth for the
French contracted for within the last
month, the Morgan firm having been
appointed by the French government
to act yu the same capacity as it does
for the British government.

About one-half of the total amount
contracted for in this country repre-
sents contracts for ammunition,
shells, powder and the like, but of
the whole amount of ammunition
contracted for only a small part, it
was stated, had been forwarded to
the purchasers. The remainder is
being manufactured.

The Morgan firm's commission for
placing the contracts was said to be
on a sliding scale which began at two
per cent. and decreased in proportion
ot the magnitude of the contracts.

It was explained that of the total
of four hundred and fifty million
dollars worth worth of war supplies
contracted for by the Morgan firm
only a small proportion had been
paid, although advances have been
made to some firms.

This explanation was given to cor-
rect the impression that the large
purchases of war supplies had been
responsible for the fall in foreign ex-
change The low quotations were
due, it was stated, to enormous pur-
chases in this country of grain and
foodstuffs,
